Meeting rejects official stand

Amid noise, disorder and confusion yesterday, an open meeting of the Students' Society 
decided tiiat McGIII students should take no official »tand on American policy in Viel Nam. 



In a statement released af- 
ter a late-afternoon Senate 
meeting, tlie Principal urged 
llie Government to "rectify its 
assessment of tlie McGill fin- 
ancial situation and the conse- 
quent inequitable approach to 
McGill's immediate and deve- 
lopiiifi operallng needs." 

However, liie statement re- 
jected student fee increases 
and dissipation of endow- 
ments as methods of provid- 
ing additional revenue. 

It noted that McGill fees 
are "already substantially 
hislier than those at Laval and 
Université de Montréal" and 
said that raising them would 
be "unfair and unwise." 

l>Iucation Minister Gérin- 
Laioie had announced in the 
Legislative Assembly Tuesday 
night that McGill would re- 
ceive $7,619,000 for capital ex- 
penditures in 1900-67 as com- 
pared to $7,521,000 last year. 

This was considerably less 
than the administration had 



expected. Dr. Robertson's 
statement noted thai when all 
other sources of revenue were 
talten into account, "the Uni- 
versity still was left with the 
outstanding sum of $3Vi mil- 
lions — a gap which it was 
naturally hoped would be the 
basis for the Provincial Gov- 
ernment grant." 

Under the University In- 
vestments Financing Act, the 
province has made available 
this year $44.5 million to Que- 
bec's six universities, an in- 
crease of $9 million over last 
year. 

L'Université de Montréal re- 
ceived $16,637,000, an In- 
crease of $3 million; Laval re- 
ceived $13,268,000, an in- 
crease of $3 million; while Sir 
George 'Williams' share was 
boosted by $1.0 million to 
$3,009,000, an increase' of

SC votes to sponsor 
South AMca teach-in

The Students' Council decided last - night to sponsor a 
South Africa teach-in featuring Miriam Makebo, to be held 
here in about two weeks. 



After a marathon budget de- 
bate, Council passed a motion to 
stage the teach-in "whereas we 
feel compelled to do all . in our 
power to change the situation in 
South Africa . . . where the 'Ver- 
woerd regime is violating the ba- 
sic rights of human decency and 
democratic government". 

The motion was presented by 
fiery Stephen Schecter of Arts 
and Science and passed with 
three members abstaining. 

The majority of discussion con- 
cerned the familiar problem of 
the right of the Students' Coun- 
cil to make political decisions. In 
this spirit, soft spoken Bob Vine- 
berg of Law proposed an amend- 
ment that "the whereases be de- 
leted". The amendment .was de- 
feated by a vote of 11-8. 

Speakers at the teach-in will 
include two exiled South Afri- 
cans who are now members of 
' the anti-apartheid committee in 
England. Proceeds from admis- 
sion charges will go to the South 
African Students Assistance As- 
sociation (SASAA) which gives 



aid to refugee South African stu- 
dents. 

Phillip Gooch, wiry representa- 
tive from Architecture, suggested, 
that someone from "the other 
side" be invited to present the 
alternate point of view. 

Arnie Aberman, representa- 
tive from Medicine, agreed that 
"some racist" from the South 
African Information Service in 
Ottawa be invited although he 
felt that there was "only one 
point of view". Aberman, how- 
ever, voted for the amendment to 
drop the "whereases" because he 
thought "that the Students' 
Council should not take a stand 
on political matters for the rest 
of the students." 

Schecter defended his "where- 
ases" t)y saying that it was neces- 
sary to make clear the reasons 
for the teach-in. He also pointed 
out that both the Students' Coun- 
cil and the Canadian Union of 
Students iiad already taken 
stands against the regime in 
South Africa. 



The results of 269 against to 
228 for McGill commitment, were 
so close, and the meeting so dis- 
orderly, that Chairman Sharon 
Sholzberg said she doubted 
strongly the reliability of the 
count. 

The voting did not decide whe- 
ther or not students support 
American involvment in Vict 
Nam, but only indicated that 
they do not want the Students' 
Council to make a value Judg- 
ment on this matter. 

The original motion, as presen- 
ted by Richard Cohen, BA 3, ask- 
ed that ~ the Students' Society 
sanction McGill's official partici- 
pation in Friday's protest at the 
American Consulate. It was also 
resolved that students "urge the 
US to stop its bombing raids on 
both North and South Viet Nam, 
and ask the Canadian govern- 
ment to maintain a neutral posi- 
tion in the war." 

The motion was later amended 

by Lionel Chetwynd, BCL 2, to 
read that "the students' Council 
takes no position and makes no 
judgment on US policy." 

"Students do not have the facts 
to make an intelligent decision 
about yiel Nam," Chetwynd said. 

He added that if anyone really 
felt the need to demonstrate, 
they could take on something 
closer to home, like the unfair 
percentage of grants recently

Stephen Schecter, Arts repre- 
sentative on the Students' Coun- 
cil, spoke against the amendment. 
"If students do not have the right 
to voice their opinions on politi- 
cal questions, who docs?" 

He was countered by Arnold 
Aberman, SC representative from 
the Faculty of Medicine, who said 
"Demonstrate in your own name 
but not in mine." He claimed 
that the recent Datlv poll on Viet 
Nam showed that the majority of 
McGill students support the US, 
and opposed the sanctioning of 



McGill's participation in Friday's 
march because it would mean 
"the minority opinion being for 
ced on the majority." The validi» 
ty of the poll was challenged by 
a member of the audience on a 
point of order. 

Because of the closeness of tlio 
vote,, the Scarlet Key had troubla 
counting. Finally, those voting 
for and against stood on opposite 
sides on the room, but since tha 
meeting lasted past 2 pm, many 
students had to leave for classes. 

Miss Sholzberg said tliat "tha

(Continued {rom page 1) 
with its operating needs, 
McGill was "in accordance 
which were at a lesser level 
than the other universities." 

Gilles Bergeron, Deputy Mi- 
nister of Education, said "we 
arc not putting, the squeeze on 
the English-language universi- 
ties. As a whole, every uni- 
versity is in a tight position; 
even though the department 
of education might regret its 
decisions, the amounts grant- 
ed depend on the education 
department's fixed budget." 

I3ergcron denied Dr. Robert- 
son's contention that grants 
were made on a basis of popu- 
lation alone. The Principal 
said that grants made on such 
a basis "may do a grave dis- 
service to the varying size of 
the student population as it 
changes from time to time In 
the French and English-speak- 
ing sectors of Quebec." 

"More grants are given to 
the English-speaking universi- 
ties in proportion to the rest 
of the population," Bergeron 
said. 

Dr. Robertson's statement 



also contested the govern- 
ment's view that AIcGlll's 
private endowment revenues 
were sufficient to meet its 
operating costs. 

"The Government's policy 
can only lead to a decline in 
McGiil's ability to maintain its 
standards," the statement 
said. "If McGill declines in 
any way, this development 
will be deeply unfortunate for 
Quebec, all of Quebec, and for 
Canada." 

It noted that the Govern- 
ment's explanation of its sub- 
vention to McGill represented 
a "regrettable misunderstand- 
ing" of the relationship of re- 
search funds to the universi- 
ty's expenses and said that 
this had led to an "error of 
judgment." 

"It would be a tragedy," the 
statement said, "if this financ- 
ing of research and post-gra- 
duate studies should lead to 
McGill being penalized." 

The insufficient funds given 
McGill this year, Dr. Robert- 
son said, is a blow lo its "vital 
role" in advancing higher 
education in Quebec.

Vî€toria English professors fired 

VICTORIA (CUP) — Two English loctoreri have been dismissed at the University of Victoria, 
and a third has resigned in protest ogainsi the way the English department is being run. 



James W. Smith, who has pre- 
viously taught at the University 
of Washington and in Japan, said 
he did not accept the pedagogi- 
cal philosophy of his inspector. 

"My surprise inspector claimed 
I was too nice to the students. 
He was afraid they'd get the idea 
they were more important than 
the subject matter." 

"I must admit my classrooms 
tend to be progrcssivist jungles 
but we do have a certain respect 
for the individual. Education is 
a matter of conditioned response 
according to my inspector. He 
went on to say that the proper 
way to approach students was 
Pavlovian." 

A letter from more than 20 
students in Smith's second-year 
class said he had stimulated stu- 
dent interest in English. 

■The students said his lectures 
were well-prepared and he was 
willing to accept students' opi- 
nions and encourage class dis- 
cussion. 

Another English professor, Roy 
Johnson, has been dismissed 
without being given reasons. A 
third, Gilbert' Dumas, submitted 
his resignation to English depart- 
ment head Roger Bishop without 
making his crit'-isms of the ad- 
ministration public. 

Bishop said his department 



had decided to remain firm on 
the matter. "It's none of your 
bushicss," he told the student 
newspaper. The Martlet. 

"We run this department for 
the good of the students," Bishop 
said. "The English department 
feels tiiey can do belter by the 
students of the university." 



Faculty association iiead Dr. 
Peter Smith said the association 
would attempt to bring any irre- 
gularities before the administra- 
tion for reconsideration. 

All three lecturers will conti- 
nue on staff until the end of 
term.

It must be obvious to anyone by now that 
a sufficient number of those v/ho happen to 
frequent the feeding arena at noon — soy, 
fifty or so — can if they so desire, upset all 



sorts of decisions made by elected represen-. 
tatives. It is difficult to see how this can be 
very, useful. If one compares the standard 
of seribus'ness of the disVussion In Council, 
when the decision to demonstrate was taken 
with the sdfîdwich-chewing cornbal! oratory 
of yesterday's rally, one con see the total 
negation of any kind of constructive think- 
ing. - 

As far as the practical, aspects are concer- 
ned, it does not mean too much. Those who 
wish to ski or slide or skip or whatever, will 
do so; while those who wish to bear some 



kind of painful witness to the horrors of 
South-east Asia will also do so. Open meet- 
ings do little to change that kind of decision. 

But the nonsense about the SC taking po- 
litical action is a curious throwback. Often 
it has been pointed out that "political" action 
means those actions with which you disa- 
gree, while non-political action means those 
actions with which you agree. It would be 
Interesting to find out what results would 
have emerged from yesterday's meeting if it 
had been called to demonstrate McGill stu- 
dents' concern at the crass stupidity and 
cruelty of the Soviet Government's action In 
sentencing its two radical writers to a 
lengthy prison term. We have a suspicion the 
vote would have been different. 

However, selective indignation is yet ano- 
ther of the fruits of twenty years of the Cold 
War. It was that kind of indignation that 
was expressed yesterday; yet it seems a pity 
that the "good name of McGIII", if yester- 
day's meeting were to be a precedent, could 
never again be used to bear witness against 
cruelty, suffering and human degradation 
anywhere in the world.

' It was common knowledge, of 
course, that the legislation would 
not be enforced since both firms 
keep Liberal Party funds at a 
respectable height.

The overall purpose of the BIN 
is to isolate all English Quebecera 
from the mainstream of Quebec 
life.

Less complicated members of 
the New Right are newcomers 
such ts Lionel Chetwynd, the 
eloquent law student who started 
off with the Retitlinca group 
until he became scared of their 
apparent extremism. His name 
suddenly disappeared off the 
editorial board. Obviously, a 
future In law in Quebec might be 
a lean outlook for anyone con- 
nected with some of the tabloid's 
more outrageous statements. . 

llosi of Chetwynd's criticisms 
of the Liberals and the Left 
springs, his critics say, from an 
over-developed sense of opportun- 
ism. If there is a bandwagon, 
they say sadly, Lionel will be 
driving it. Until, of course, it 
becomes a runaway. On the other 
hand Chetwynd has a poor record 
of success in public life. Despite 
his facile way with a microphone, 
he has never won office, either 
at McGiil or at Sir George, where 
he began his political career. 

The most entertaining of the 
New Right is Medicine's SC 
Representative Arnold Aberman. 
Described as a twentieth century 
saint, Arnold fulminates against 
a world he never made and does 
not completely understand. His 
fiery temper leads him into great 
burstj of inspissated prose on the 
evils ot price-fixing, welfare sial- 
ism and other liberal hobby- 
horses. The thought of present 
Federal • control over the postal 
system makes him see red. His 
boyish 'eyes ' light up at , the 
thought of the pony express, with 
competition among various teams. 
As one of his friends puts it: 
"The trouble with Arnie is that 
lie'd like to see horse-shit all 
over my letters." 

Accompanying Aberman on the 
entertainment front is Bernard 
Weiser, a third , year student 
whose dedication lo the cause is 
more dogged than effective. Not 
a firstclass theorist, Weiser never- 
. theless has a sulky individualism 
which is useful around the office 
of Resistance. - 



Official conservatism is repre- 
sented by Bob Vineberg,' another 
law student whose ideas, although 
close to Aberman's, are more ra- 
tionally developed. Vineberg is a 
hard worker whose opulent back- 
ground does not prevent him from 
going along with legislation which 
would shock the GravenorFerro 
wing. His younger brotner, Mi- 
chael, has just been elected Con- 
servative Youth National Presi- 
dent. 

Behind the scenes, a consider- 
able amount of in-fighting is de- 
veloping between the "moder- 
ate" wing of the New Right and 
the more extreme factions. Fer- 
ro and Gravenor are no longer 
quite acceptable and it is doubt- 
ful if Resistanc* will carry the 
same list of contributors in tlie 
next issue. One article in the last 
issue, attacking Students' Society 
President Sharon Sholzbcrg and 
written by. Maximilian Ferro, was 
considered "in poor taste". • 

The extremists also worry of- 
ficial conservatism. As a spokes- 
man for the Sir George Williams 
Conservatives put it recently : 
'These people are crawling into 
the party and destroying it." 

The overall policy of the New 
night in the next few years is lo 
take over McGill student govern- 
ment. But there may be pro- 
blems. For one thing, the stiletto 
is being used to great effect l>e- 
hind the arras; and the casual- 
ties will be heavy. For another 
thing, McGill's Administration 
bigwigs would be unhappy with 
a fanatically Right Wing, anti- 
French image for its student bo- 
dy. The present image — at 
least before the New Right des- 
troyed UGEQ — was that of an 
activist, proFrench, progressive 
student government, an image 
very valuable for McGill in its 
present financial straits. As far 
as the latest fuss over McGill's 
share of the Quelicc hand-out is 
concerned, a UGEQ spokesman 
put it succinctly : "This is the 
kind of thing we could have 
fought together if only you'd 
been in UGEQ. But, you tee, 
you're on your own now." ' ;

hands begin to twitch, convulse. 
The lines on the face ' harden; 
the eyes narrow into steel.. Slid-- 
denly, his right hand shbolsi^ up ' 
into the air, almost a compul- 
sive gesture. 

"Point of order, point of or- 
der!", he screams. 
That's one kind of rightwinger. • 
There are other kinds. The one 
who never listens, secure in the 
knowledge he's heard it all be- 
-fore. And he has. He Is a smiler. . 
He knows that speeches don't 
make any difference. After a 
while he's bored. He sidles out " 
and makes a phone call. 

Then, there's the idealist. To 
him, the liberal with his well- 
stocked locker of rhetoric is 
anathema. The world has be- 
come too unspeakable to be born. 
It has lost its pecking order, its 
tradition of fair play, of cap- 
touching peasantry, amiable squi- 
rearchy and blonde girls riding 
eternally to hounds. The liberal 
has taken over, his concept of 
the fast buck the supreme one 
in a society geared to instant 
houses, instant happiness, ins- 
tant orgasm. 

McGill's Right Wing is a mix- 
ture of these. And there are 
other kinds too. Not all of them 
In accord.. 

The Young Conservative Club 
Itself remains in the dumps; the 
new activists has passed it by. 
He may vote Conservative; but, 
like SUPA and other groups 
around the New Left, the New 
Right is basically anti-political, 
in its own sense of that word. 

The latest grouping is round 
the magazine Resistance. ' Pu- 
blished and edited by Colin Gra- 
venor, Jr., Rcslstanet appeared 
on campus in December. It is an 
off-set tabloid, its writing and lar 



magazine is published by C.K. 
Woodward, an American whose 
politics are notoriously Far 
Right. An cx-cditor, Terry Kines, 
is a fervent Moral Re-Armament 
supporter and now works as a 
personal assistant to Social Cre- 
dit leader and MRA supporter, 
Alberta's Robert Thompson. Can- 
ada Month continues to appear 
although its circulation is low. 
Its advertisements, however, 
often come from American firms, 
many of them known as Goldwa- 
1er supporters. The MRA move- 
ment itself has been largely 
discredited since the end of 
World War Two because of the 
wide publicity given to founder 
Frank Buchman's sympathies 
with Hitler. 

Gravenor, a law student, is a 
quiet-spoken and articulate sup- 
porter of the Far Right. Predict- 
ably, he' is. not a member of the 
Conservative. Party. He Is on 
nodding terms with many jour- 
nalists and mass media men in 
Montreal but refused to have his 
photograph in the Daily. His 
b a c k g round ' is in public . 
relations... and : this he uses 
to great, effect. '.For example, 
when Rtsislanct supportera

upturned McGIU's decision to 
join UGEQ, the news was carried 
to the Press via press releases 
from the Resistance group. 
Occasionally, of . course, he goes 
too far. Resistanct has tried to 
ban certain Montreal journalists 
from covering events at McGill. 
This attempt has lalt^them a 
great deal of pop'tilarity among 
the working Press. Newsmen ha- 
te to be tampered with. 

But in the meantime,' rela- 
tions with Canada Month are 
good. The magazine recently 
started a campus column, timed 
to meet the new leftist activism. 
Rcisilanc*. goes to press bearing 
slogans such as: "To C.K. with 
btst wishes from.ali.Iha boys at 
Rcsistanca", followed by the^ini-' 
■ tials of theiedilorial board. ; 

. . .Gravenor's. latest • stuiit' is . to 
back Maximilian Ferro, the new 
leader of the Far Right. Ferro,. 
an Italian-born son of an indust- 
rialist, is an urbane, -fast-talk- 
ing tiieorist. His attitudes to* 
'French Canada are less than' 
kind.

Ferro is in many ways the 
most ambitious of the New Right.

mastermind behind AGEUM Pre- 
sident Michel Pelletier and his

Ferro and Grenier clashed on a

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Canadian collegidhs fold 
in World Winter Games

TORINO, Italy (CUP) — As expected, a Canadian Inockey team 
came 1o the 1966 World University Winter Games to troda 
souvenirs and lose to the Russians. 

Unexpectedly, Canada also lost 
to Finland, 8-3, and Rumania, S-0. 

Ifad it not been for a spirited 
'5-3 conquest of favored Czecho- 
slovakia, the University of Mani- 
toba. Bisons, 1965 Canadian Inter- 
collegiate champions, would have 
lowered the Maple Leaf abruptly 
to half mast in international 
hockey circles. 

There are reasons, of course. 
Compared to the Russian team's 
Spartan-like schedule of daily 
workouts, Canada did not pract- 
ise once. The team was busy 
taking tours of Torino's spraw- 
ling Fiat Factory or visiting 
night clubs or signing aiito- 
graphs. 

The team was alarmingly over- 
confident before the Finland 
game. Canada beat the Finns 7-2 
on the first day of the tourna- 
ment, but the game was played 
the same day the Finland team 
arrived by train. In their second 
(encounter Finland took advan- 
tage of sloppy Canadian play to 
build up a 7-0 lead after two 
periods.

Russians improvise 

The game of hockey has chan* 
gcd since they first batted rub- 
ber in the 1800s on the frozen 
St. Lawrence. The darting, dura- 
ble, machine-like Russians have 
changed it. 

"I'm convinced wc can't play 
Canadian-style hockey and beat 
them", says Bison Captain Chuck 
Meighen,' "I saw that when they 
beat our national team in Win- 
nipeg." 

Russia has brought soccer tac- 
tics to hockey. Yon can't fore- 
check them because they break 
quickly and trap one or two 
for\vards. Skating with them is 
like chasing gazelles. The answer 
is superb conditioning and abili- 
ty to play the puck and not the 
. man. 

In this tournament, the rock- 
hard Russian bear defeated a con- 
fused Canadian beaver 6 to 2. 

Aftcnvards many Canadian play- 
ers admitted the Russians were a 
better team. They had come up 
against the Iron Curtain version 
of college hockey-professionalism 
in a mortarboard. 

Two Rumanians were police- 
men back home posted to a pre- 
cinct But neither had ever been 
there. They just played hockey 
and their pay cheques were sent 
to the rink. 

Canadian defenceman George 
Butter\vorth lold of a conversa- 
tion with another Rumanian 
player: "He said we talk of pro- 
fessionalism in Canada. But he 
said wc really' don't, know what 
it is." 

The Canadian team came from 
one university. The Russians, 
Czechs, Finns and Italians all 
sent aKstar teams; tlie Ruma- 
nians sent their national team. " 
Russia's included two players 
from the national "D" team. 

Canucks had excuse 

Along with the usual alibis of 
poor lighting (tnie) and poor 
refcreeing (very true) come the 
complaint that the Canadians 
had to play hockey on seven 
consecutive days, meeting the 
Russians on the first day of the 
final round without proper pre- 
paration. 

Every , team had a tough sche- 
dule, which probably dctrccfcd 
front the play towards thi end 
of the tournament. The r.nct re- 
mains that Canada came to To- 
rino never having played under 
International rules. And the team 
was not conditioned well enough 
to play full out past the fifth 
game of the tournament when 
they beat Czechoslovakia. 

All Canada's expenses in Italy 
were financed by the Federation 
Internationale du Sport Univcr- 
- sltaire. The team was laden with 
souvenirs by the Manitoba go- 
vernment. Half the travelling 
expenses were paid by the fede- 
ral government.
